HE crisis in Asia's financial mar- 

kets will lead to a sharp down- 
turn in growth among Western 
economies next year, according to 
an authoritative iorecast issued this 
week.

WHITE man who killed an 

Aslan has become the first 
murderer in California to be 
sentenced to death for a racist 
crime. A judge in the staie's coıi- 
servative Orange counly, where 
racial sentiments run especially 
high, confirmed the jury’s re- 
commendation in the case of 
Gunner Lindberg, aged 22, who 
İn 1996 stabbed a Vietnamese 
youth he had never met before. 

The death penalty was im- 
posed because racist killings are 
included in a new law increasing 
capital offences.

After a bizarre courtroom saga, three men were jailed in Pisa this year for a murder that took place in 1971. John Hooper reports 


Court of Cassatlon — the very court 
which two years earlier had heaped 
ridicule on the men’s conviction — 
handed down a new verdict over- 
turning thelr acquittal. 

All, however, was not lost, Under 
the tortuous Italian legal system, 
there had to be yet another trial; 
once again, in Milan; once again, 
held before a bench of professional 
and people's judges. The verdict 
was one of guilty. However, one of 
the people's judges was so per 
turbed by what had happened after 
they retired to consider their verdict 
that he sought legal advice — three 
tiınes. Each time, Giovanni Setlimo 
was told to forget what he claiıned 
to have witnessed. He quoted onc of 
the lawyers as saying: “Now yout 
realise how justice works in Italy". 

Settimo'’s disquiel, and dleterııi- 
nation, is al] the ımnore remarkable in 
view of the fact that lıe too had bein 
politically active in lhe seventies — 
as a militant in the neofascisl right.

TWOULD need a Dickens — or 
better still, an Orton — to tell 
properly the story of Adriano 
Soff and his erstwlıile comrades. It 
is a case so outlandishly at odds 
with the principles of reasonable 
doubt and presumed innocence tliat 
it eries out for protest. 

In Italy, it has become a cause 
célèbre, A nationwide campaign for 
the release from prison of the three 
men at the heart of it has aitracted

Adriano Sofri was the 
definitive sessantottine (“sixly- 
fighter").

For what, but the Atlantic trade, so 
boosted the shipbuilding of Liver- 
pool, tle glassware of Bristol and 
the metalwork of Birminglıam? 

The book makes sparse refer- 
ence to what became the standard 
measure in the trade: a male slave in 
the prime of age and health defined 
as a "piece of Indies", while woınen, 
children and the elderly were vary- 
ing parts of a piece. Yet this was the 
essential arithınetic of developing 
capitalism, which reducerl the per- 
son to a unit of productive capacily, 
with all the indifference to individ- 
ual suffering thai this allowed in tlie 
ledgers of the trade. 

It is the significance of econonıic 
faclors that Thomas slights even in 
his otherwise excellent ireatment of 
the abolitionist movement. He is 
right to recognise this as crucially a 
moral crusade, informed by ihe very 
insistence on the humanily of slaves.

OSMETIC surgery is at 

once a diriy little secret and 

a freak show for tle masses, 
The province of celebrities at one 
exireme and housewives at the 
other, itis a standard subject of both 
feminist debate and Woman's Own. 
Whether viewed as a voyeuristically 
enthralling novelty or an accepted 
contemporary practice, cosmetic 
surgery has become a source of uni- 
versal fascination, and as the inter- 
tace between medicinc and art, death 
and immortality, extreme vanity and 
crippling insecurily, it has all the 
elements of classic drama,

by scalpel and laser is becoming in- 
creasingly acceptable (an Anıerican 
survey showed that within a 1Oyear 
periocl, the nunqber of people wlıo 
approve of plastic surgery increased 
by 50 per cent), an investigation into 
the cultural and historical context of 
this phenomenon is overdue. 

While Naomi Wolf in The Beauty 
Myth examined cosmetic surgery 
as the most extreme manifestation 
of an industry founded on the con- 
struction and maintenance of female 
insecurity, and Susan Faludî ad-
